Al) I heard in 
Japah was confirmatory of the opinion 
which I had previously reached—that 
there is no reason for hostilities be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
and that the real interests of neither 
government couid be promoted by war.

BE WITHDRAWN 


Railroads Adopt Action Long 
Considered. 


Limit of Tickets Often 


Time 
Exceeded. 


Privilege to Be Discontinued 
October First. 


{BY DIRRCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


CHICAGO July 26.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Railroads throughout the 
western and southwestern parts of 
the tnited States on October 1 will 
have discounted the grantiti¢ of stop- 
over privileges on limited tickets wher- 
ever the practice operates to extend 
the tithe limit of the ticket. 

This became assured today when the 
Western Passenger Association, com- 
prising the roads from Chicago and 
St. Louis westward, announced the 
afloption of a récommendation to that 
effect, to becomé affective October 1. 
Roads of the Southwestern Assdéciation 
and the Central Passenger Association, 
including the railroads of the south- 
West and those between Chicago, } 
Louis and the East, had already taken 
the same action. 

Such a proposition has been under 
consideratiog. by the railroads for a 
long period. The move to abolish the 
privilege, it is said, arose from the 
widespread growth of the practive, 
starting at New Orleans and spreading 
to other cities of the South and West, 
until the frequency with which final 
limits on one-way and round-trip tick- 


évery trivial cause, through the grant- 
ing of stopovers, has amounted to no 
fhan A nulsancé to the railroads 
and virtually nullified the limits. 

At a meeting of the Western Asso- 
ciation almost year ago a recor- 
mendation was submitted to abolish 
the privilege, and all of the roads 
éxpressed favorable opinions with the 
exception of one, which withheld its 
expression on the ground that it was 
cated in territofy common to both 
the Central and Western Associations. 
Unless its competitofs in the East, it 
Was stated, took concurrent action, it 
would not bé possible for this road to 
withdraw the stopovefs.

The first loan was negotiated by 
President Newton J. Skinner and Sec- 
retary W. J. Conner, about April 1 
last, when 820 shares of stock of the 
bank were pledged té L. C. Brand, 
esident of the Title Guarantee and 
ust Company, for a loan $64,000 
A note wes given for the money, and 
that instrument states that the shares

OPENS FOR THREE-DAY TERM AT 


Delegates from Southern California 
Hear instructive Addresses on the 
Gospels and Kindred Topics—Bish- 
op Johnson Will Speak This After- 
noon on “Reverence. 


The annual Summer School of the 
Episcopal Sunday-schools of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, opened in Parish 
Halli at St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral 
yesterday morning. Dean Colladay of 
Salt Lake City, conducts a “Study 
of the Gospels of Our Lord's Life,” 
at every day session. His talks are 
practical and pointed and are of much 
value to the careful Bible student. 

The sessions are held. under the aus- 
pices of, the Sunday-school Institute, 
of which Bishop Johnson is president, 
by virtue of his office, but they are 
presided over by Rev. L. G. Morris, 
vice-president. The attendance comes 
from the Episcopal! churches through- 
out Southern California and is made 
up of an earnest lot of men and wom- 


business in hand 

Rev. Mr. Colladay delivered his first 
address immediately upon the opening 
of the school, and was followed by 
Rev. R. B. Gooden of Long Beach, 
who spoke on “The Devotional Life 
of the Child.” : 

In the afternoon, Rev. Leslie R. 
Learned of Pasadena delivered an ad- 
dress on “A Year's Experience with 
a Graded Sunday-school,”” which he il- 
lustrated with a map made to teach 
a missionary jlesson. Practically all 
of Mr. Learned’s views on the sub- 
ject are the result of his past year's 
work in Ail Saint's Church, Pasadena. 
Among other things, he said: 

“A graded Sunday-schoo!l is not only 
better, butrit is absolutely necessary, 
if we want to de the best work. There 
is no other way in which you can 
cover the ground in the Twentieth 
Century Sunday-schoo!,” 

He said that the ideal school is not 
that which teaches over and over to 
young men and young women the 
things they were taught in the pri- 
mary grade when they were five or six 
yiars of age. 

He referred to a course of study 
followed in the school connected with 
his church, and called attention to a 
period devoted to spelling. in two of 
the grades. He said, on the subject: 

“Tt is astonishing how many well. 
educated people you will find who can- 
not spell the names of familiar per- 
sonages in Bible history. It is a dis- 
grace for any boy or girl not to be! 
able to spell the familiar names of the, 
Bible.”’ 

Rev. Dean Colladay, in his afternoon

talk on the gospel, said: “It is well to; 


know the differences between the four | 
gospels, remembering the Jesus Christ) 
is the whole thing, but it would be 
better not to know them than to ex- 
aggerate them as some people do.”

A Desert Spot That Grows Everything 


The popular impression of an oasis, 
formed from descriptions in geogra- 
phies we studies in our schoo) days,

cago Record-Herald. The mind's eye 
recalls a cluster of palms, with a group 
of thatched huts under their grateful 
thade, bubbling fountains of water, 
tali waving grass, orange, lemon and 
banana trees laden with fruit, and a 
herd of camels munching the SE 


grass 

The reality as we see it in Asia, is 
a wide stretch of w t. 
falfa fields, divided by 
ditches, groves of locust trees, laden 
with blossoms which emit an odor as 
sweet as honey: a few fruit trees— 
apricots, peaches and cherries, and 
perhaps a small vineyard. As I have 
said before, an oasis exists wherever 
water can be brought upon the soll, 
and the extent of the cultivated area 
depends entirely upon the abundance 
or paucity of the stream. The soil is 
rich in plant food. It produces luxu- 
rious magh se of grain and forage plants, 
and in the spring, when the water is 
first turned on, the steppe is 
with myriads of flowers. 

It is one of those inexplicable mys- 
teries of nature, a miracle, it often 
seems, that the most barren and re- 
pulsive desert will suddenly blossom 
into life and beauty whenever it is 
awakened by rain.

license is $100 a month; and the second 
class permits only the sale of bottied 
foods in pints or more with the “bona 
fide meals aforesaid” for which [50 a 
month is charged. This is a reduction 
in the restaurant prices as they have 
uniformly paid $75 a month for the 
pint privilege. 

A hotel to get a permit to sell any- 
where on the premises must have at 
least 100 rooms, be a real hotel, not 
owned by a brewery, for which a fee 
ef $250 a month is fixed. It must 
operate a dining-room or restaurant 
in conjunction and may have a sep- 
arate barroom. 

A brewery must pay! $100 a month; 
a wholesale liquor establishment must 
pay $75: a bottling establishment $190;

$10 a month. Al) the license fees are 
provided in an amendment to the tax 
and license ordinance which under- 
went a referendum June, 30, last, but 
which the City Attorney holds does 
does not prevent amendment.
